Secretary General Butrus Butrus-Ghali that troops be 
sent to Zaire — troops that will prepare to intervene 
in Burundi following the upsurge of violence there — 
the Government of Burundi has just issued a statement, 
which is read by Venerand Bakevyumusaya, minister of 
external relauons and cooperation. 


[Begin Bakevyumusaya recording] The Government of 
Burundi has learned of the letter addressed to the 
chairman of the UN Security Council by the UN 
secretary general, and reiterates to him its sincere thanks 
for his interest in the search for a solution to the 
Burundian issue. It shares the secretary general's deep 
concern over the fact that violence still prevails, and 
over the upsurge of human rights violations, as Mr. 
Paulo Sergio Pinheiro, special rapporteur of the human 
rights commission in charge of examining human rights 
issues in Burundi, has noted. 


However, [words indistinct] of a military presence in 
Zaire with the idea of intervention in Burund: must be 
considered tactfully [words indistinct} such an idea to 
be implemented [words indistinct]. 


The Government of Burundi [words indistinct] regard- 
ing action to be taken to resolve the crisis, to ensure se- 
curity for all, both citizens and foreigners, appeals to the 
UN organization to provide support for the search for 
solutions to Burundi’s problems by Burundians them- 
selves by means of steps agreed on in the government 
convention by the various political partners [words in- 
distinct]. 


The Government of Burund: reiterates its firm support 
for the international Commission of inquiry, and requests 
that its work be expedited so that the assassins of 
President Melchior Ndadaye and those who perpetrated 
the massacres which followed that assassination are 
identified. 


The Government of Burundi reiterates its request that 
the Hutu extremist Radio Democracy radio station, a 
Station acting as a medium for an ideology [words 
indistinct}, be totally dismantled 


[Words indistinct] asks for support for regional initia- 
tives toward the return of peace and security, stability, 
and development, notably the initiatives [words indis- 
tinct] President Carter. It asks for support by the [words 
indistinct] to the national debate on the basic problems 
in the country.

The Government of Burundi calls for support tor the 
Strengthening of the judiciary [words indistinct].

{[FBiS Translated Text] [Buyoya] Personally, | cannot 
speak of resurgence of violence in regard to the situation 
prevailing in the country. It is a situation we have 
been experiencing for some ume now, I could even say 
for months now. Peace is unfortunately threatened in 
Burundi, the level of violence is high, and there are 
dead and injured people almost everywhere, but this 1s 
nothing new. Actually, the country is currently going 
through a situation of apparent civil war. Concerning the 
vicums reported in the southwestern part of the country, 
precisely in Rumonge, I think that they are part of the 
consequences of the violence that we experience almost 
every day in the country. For me, this 1s not something 
quite new. 


{Saliou] Are you concerned about this situation? 


[Buyoya] Of course, I am concerned about the violence 
prevailing in the country, and everyone 1s also con- 
cerned about it. Furthermore, I am concerned about al! 
the confusion being created around the situation, partic- 
ularly by the international media, and at the UN leve! 


[Saliou] Concerning the way the situation is developing, 
do you not fear that Burund: can plunge into genocide 
like what happened in Rwanda recently’ 


{[Buyoya] I have had the opportunity to air my views 
many times on the situation. Personally, | do not ‘hink 
that Burundi will plunge into a bloodbath simular to what 
we saw in Rwanda and which turned into genocide 
The situation in Burundi is one of a civil war that 1s 
developing gradually, and which 1s causing victims, and 
which will, no dou, cause more victims in the days 
and months ahead. However, it cannot be compared

{Saliou} Do you mean that you are against UN Secretary 
General Butrus Butrus-Ghali who has called tor the 
dispatching of military forces to pacify the country? 


[Buyoya] Personally, | do not belheve that this initiative 
is the most appropriate tor the United Nations to 
stabilize the situation prevailing in Burundi. | am atraid 
that this kind of statement and stand 1s rather like an 
operaion aimed at giving oneself a good conscience 
in view of what happened in Rwanda. | am eally 
afraid this initiative will rather contribute turther to 
destabilizing the country 


(Saliou] So, in your view, how can one end this crisis 
which has been going on for long’ What is the solution 
you are Now proposing? 


[Buyoya] I beleve that the international community 
and the United Nations in particular should actually 
get in touch with the Burundian Government and see 
how to take efficient measures together to stabilize the 
situation, and to help it move forward. | am, theretore, 
for measures taken in Consultation with people who are 
on the ground, and who are actually affected by the

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The next paragraph is even less helpful: “The Party is 
determined to keep its present power base and to do 
everything possible to expand it further.” How does one 
reconcile that with the possibility of the party distancing 
itself from its name and structures? 


The document, “National Party Mission,” makes it all 
too clear that the party leadership is prepared to dissolve 
the party now or in the (near?) future. This strengthens 
the confusing signals the NP has been sending to its 
supporters this past year. Of course the NP has a 
mission. It is currently the second largest political party 
in the country. A significant percentage of the electorate 
vote for it, especially because they do not want to be 
swamped by a one-party ANC state. 


It is no sin to transform or reform, although the political 
graveyard is full of tombstones of parties that tried to 
do so in too drastic and ill-considered a manner. Most 
of all, those parties died because they failed to put first 
things first: to formulate a clear policy that could be 
acceptable to all and to ensure that party organization 
is spruced up with new enthusiasm. 


It is all very well to talk of getting rid of “old baggage,” 
especially when one is thinking of a name change.

where one would expect a clear policy formulation in © 


a “NP Mission,” it appears rather to be a patchwork 
of nice-sounding vagaries, and reference to sacrifices 
which leave the overwhelming impression of disap- 
pearing into a greater, but as yet totally indeterminate, 
whole.

The NP has its adaptation problems, but it still has a 
pivotal role to play in the politics of constructive and 
alert opposition, without which South Africa's democ- 
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racy will fall. The party also talks of the protection ot 
minorities. It is these groups, and the Afrikaner in par- 
ticular, which are feeling more and more threatened. 
Will the NP come to their rescue’ The mission does 
not explain. 


Meanwhile, there are other, smaller parties, like the 
Democrauc Party, the Freedom Front, and the Inkatha 
Freedom Party, which could at the very least be sounded 
out by the NP regarding cooperation in one form or 
another. It would be a bumble but gracious step for the 
NP, as the largest opposition party. It would be infinitely 
more positive than the confusing signals of a hazy vision 
which includes even dissoluuon — especially when the 
party's Western Cape component is due to contest a 
local election soon. This mission must be corrected, and 
soon. 


Intelligeuswce Agency Concerned at ‘Bad Press’

police and the National Intelligence Agency [NIA] over 
allegations that it was spying on senior policemen has 
sparked fears that cooperation between police and the 
agency — essential if the crime rate is to be curbed — 
may be jeopardised. 


A record of understanding concluded between police 
and NIA late last year provides for NIA capabilities and 
assets to be used to assist police in tackling the greatest 
threat to the country’s stability and economic growth. 


Both the police force and the NIA are feeling the 
stresses and strains of transition and the lash of criticism 
that they are failing to come to grips with their task of 
combating crime. 


The affair could also further impact adversely on the 
morale of intelligence operatives and bedevil working 
relauons between them and police-force members at 
lower levels. Said one source: “Morale is bad. Guys are 
Saying aren't we all supposed to be working together 
now? Yet the niore things change, the more they seem 
to stay the same. 


Former Viakplaas police base commander and NIA 
operative Dirk Coetzee denies he told Supenntendent 
H Moodley, who was questioning him on his self- 
confessed role in the murder of Durban lawyer Griffiths 
Mxenge. that he had been tasked by Deputy Minister 
for Intelligence Services Joe Nhianhla to spy on top 
policemen. 
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But the ramifications run wider than the issue of who 
is lying to whom. “What worries us is the cooperauion 
between the services is put in jeopardy,” said ANC 
MP Lindiwe Sisulu-Guma, chair of Parliament's Joint 
Standing Committee on intelligence. 


Established in terms of legislation passed last year to 
effect greater accountability and civilian control over the 
intelligence services, the committee launched its own 
invesugation into the affair this week. 


"We were shocked beyond belief by the allegations. 
Both the NIA and the police have been asking us to 
amend legislauon to make it easier for them to co- 
operate more fully. The country’s national interest is 
at stake. 


“Either the story is true, in which case the public must 
he told why and how the bugging happened, or it is 
not — in which case, we must find out why it came 
out, whether anyone is Causing mischiet and what their 
agenda is.” 


The committee’s inquiry would probably dovetail with 
any inquiry launched by Deputy President Thabo Mbeki, 
Sisulu-Guma said. 


The executive arm of government had to do its own 
investigation, “but we have a responsibility to explain 
to the public just what the hell 1s happening with public 
funds”, she said. “There will definitely be co-operation 
al some stage in our investigations to avoid overlap.” 
Police and the NIA have just under two weeks to make 
full reports to the committee, which will start its formal 
inquiry on February 12 and eventually submit a report 
and recommendations to Parliament. 


But intelligence sources this week indicated any inves- 
tigation would be unlikely to uncover the truth of the 
matter: "Bugs don’t have names on them,” said one. 
“For any officially planted bug there are likely to be 
200 unofficial ones.” 


Deputy co-ordinator of intelligence Mo Shaik said it 
was possible both Coetzee and Moodley would undergo 
lie-detector tests in a bid to establish the truth. He said 
relations between police and NIA at senior management 
level were good and did not believe operatives’ morale 
would be affected unduly. 


But he conceded NIA concerns at the bad press it 
was receiving: last year saw the Director-General of 
Intelligence, Sizakele Sigxashe, in the headlines when a 
police report — later denied — said he had pulled a gun 
on his wife during a domestic dispute, casting doubts on 
his fitness for the post. The NIA’s second-in- command, 
Muziwendoda Mdluli, was found shot dead in his car, 
with a question-mark over whether it was suicide. And 
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there have been reports on facuionalism within the NIA 
as it Comes to terms with integrating operauves trom 
radically different traditions. 


Democratic Party spokesman on security Kobus Jordaan 
this week called for Nhlanhla to be replaced, saying he 
wasn't up to the job. But Shaik defended Nhlanhla, say- 
ing he had made parliamentary history by [word indis- 
tinct] through a triad of new intelligence Bills, oversee- 
ing the amalgamation of six different intelligence ser- 
vices and setting up crucial checks and balances.

All civilian intelligence services — the National Intelli-

Mandela Addresses Afrikaner Youth Group

Referring to the Truth and Reconciliauon Commission, 
Mandela said commissioners had been appointed to 
represent all South Africans. This was the reason 
Freedom Front lawyer Chris de Jager was selected and 
approved by cabinet even though th.s had caused a row 
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“There are names there, I do not like...but in the interest 
of unity we agreed.” 


Mandela also promised he would not interfere with 
former SA [South Africa] Defence Force head Gen 
Magnus Malan and others. One of the reasons why 
there was disrespect for law and order was because the 
apartheid government had interfered. "I am not going to 
interfere at all with the judicial process in this country.” 


Mandela added he had quesuoned why Afrikaners raised 
their group interests, especially over affirmative acuon, 
when there were at least 18,000 Eastern Cape civil 
servants about to lose their jobs. 


The president said he had received a rousing welcome, 
but had been disappointed the Ruiterwag had requested 
the meeting to be closed to the media. 


In a strongly-worded speech read to the meeting, 
Mandela warned Afrikaner youth leaders to take part 
in nation-building. “Your leadership is at this moment 
of the utmost importance in finding the delicate balance 
between being a South African and being at. Afrikaner. 
The new generation of young leaders in the Afrikaner 
community will have to show sufficient courage to 
make it clear to leaders of previous generations that the 
genuine interests of Afrikaners can not be promoted by 
narrow and exclusive ways.” 


He also urged them to distance themselves from state- 
ments and projects which seemed to portray Afrikaners 
as only wanting to pursue past privileges. “The remarks 
made by some of you (R' ~rwag) under the banner of 
the Foundation for Egu t fore the Law about the 
Truth and Reconciliatior Com mission were extremely 
unfortunate. You harm th _.ikaner case and do your 
people a great wrong in ma. .cading them over what the 
government's real reconciliatory aims are with the (truth 
and reconciliation) commission.” 


The impression Afrikaners are making during South 
Africa's transformation was important. While it was 
understandable there would be some fears, Mandela 
said, “one also knows that the less the Afrikaners 
em*race the new social and political dispensation, the 
more difficult their own position will be.” 


Recognising the Afrikaner’s “long an proud history of 
struggle for freedom”, he added they now face a third 
war of liberation — one against division and large-scale 
social inequality. “The way in which you participate in 
this struggle will also to a large extent help determine 
attitudes towards Afrikaans and Afrikaners.

Once the organisers abandoned plans to raise the flag, 
more than 1,000 Afrikaners listened in apparent unison 
to speaker after speaker bemoaning what they called the 
denial of their basic rights. 


The meeting, under willow and poplar trees at the 
Pioneers’ Museum in Silverton, Pretoria, was organised 
by the Foundation for Equality before the Law. This 
body was set up in November last year to resist 
what it called the infringement of basic Afrikaner 
rights in contravention of the constitution. Its executive 
includes members of the National Party and right wing 
groupings. 


As late. omers entered the grounds with their own 
chairs, while the organisers set about to raise the 
national flag next to the old Transvaal and South 
African flags already flying. [sentence as received] A 
few rightwingers protested, rushing forward to wrest 
away the brightly coloured symbol of the new South 
Africa. "Blood will flow if you raise that flag today’ 
one shouted. Wrestling for the flag, people screamed 
and kicked at each other. 


Foundation president Dr Theo de Jager calmed the 
group down by pointing out that the old symbols had 
already been hoisted. 


A few minutes later a small group of rightwingers tried 
to set the flag alight with a cigarette lighter. More 
scuffling ensued. After the flag was saved and put 
away, Afrikaans actor Carel Trichardt led the meeting 
in scripture and prayer, and proceedings got underway. 


Five-minute addresses by nine speakers bristled with 
indignation and some threats to retaliate against what 
was described as the trampling of Afrikaner rights. 
Those decrying what they said were the downgrading of 
Afrikaans and the intrusion of property rights of farmers 
received the loudest cheers. 


SA [South Aftica] Foundation for Education and Train- 
ing director Piet van der Merwe said the struggle of 
Afnikaans-speaking South Africans would start in the 
field of education. “The mobilisation of the Afrikaans 
youth is inevitable and has to be tackled in a calculated 
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manner,” he said. Van der Merwe intimated Afrikaners 
should follow the example of the ANC’s past liberation 
struggle, in which unrest in schools had played a major 
role. 


De Jager, also president of the Junior Rapportryerbe- 
weging (JRB) (Junior Dispatch Riders], said young, un- 
employed Afrikaners were no longer prepared to suffer 
in order to pay off the debts of apartheid. "The Afrikaner 
youth is sick of everything going wrong in the country 
being blamed on apartheid,” he said. 


Potchefstroom University lecturer Prof Hans du Plessis 
complained of the daily humiliation of Afrikaans people 
through the curtailment of their language rights. "The 
marginalisation of Afrikaans on television is the best 
example of blatant language degradation,” he said. 


JRB executive member Johan van Huyssteen said his 
organisation would seek a subpoena forcing the SA 
Broadcasting Corporation to release its board minutes. 
“We already have several of these documents in our 
possession, which we intend to publish.” This would 
prove the SABC’s disregard for Afrikaans, he said. 


The meeting culminated in a motion demanding an end 
to the prosecution of former security members until the 
temporary immunity of some senior ANC members was 
lifted. The motion, read by former police commissioner 
Gen Johan van der Merwe, referred to offences by for- 
mer security staff which fell within the ambit of the 
Truth Commission's brief. It insisted on steps by the 
commission to ensure all political parties were being 
treated equally. This should be done before the com- 
mission began its work. The motion also asked A frikan- 
ers to commit themselves to protecting their language, 
schools and property rights. It furthermore condemned 
what was described as discriminatory affirmative action. 


Hundreds of hands shot into the air when van der Merwe 
put the motion before the meeting. 


By this time some rightwingers and moderates, who had 
nearly come to blows over the national flag, were heard 
amicably discussing ways to overcome their differences.

It said in a statement in Pretoria 116 pilots had resigned 
since January last year and only 18 new pilots had 
qualified at the last "wings parade" in November. The 
restructuring of the SAAF and the introduction of the 
Astra trainer aircraft had further hampered the training 
of pilots, it said. 


"By 1997 we will be back to full training capacity. This 
is approximately 52 students per course, allowing for a 
10-percent failure rate. 


"However, even at full capacity we will not be able to 
replace pilots at the rate they are leaving at present.” 


All squadrons had been affected by the resignations. 
Policy required the SAAF should have at least 488 pi- 
lots, but only about two-thirds of these posts were filled. 
"There is little prospect that the situation will be re- 
versed in the short term.” The staff shortage undermined 
the promotion prospects of the remaining pilots as there 
was limited time available for development courses. 


The SAAF said it was willing to accommodate substan- 
tial Corrective salary measures within its budget, but 
could not do this under present regulations governing 
the remuneration of state employees. It was discussing 
pilots’ pay with the Commission for Administration. No 
discussions had been held about the possibility of re- 
cruiting pilots from foreign countries.

Page said the only way to halt the “dramatic number” 
of resignations was to offer more competit’ salaries 
which reduced the gap with the private sectu.. "We'll 
never be able to match the salaries paid to commercial 
pilots; there's always going to be a gap. But you must 
keep track of inflation and the cost of living. 


"If you're going to try to bring the pilots’ salaries 
in line with what is paid in the private sector, then 
you're looking at increases of between 25 percent and 
30 percent. Last year we received five percent.” 


Page said most of the pilots resigning to join airlines 
were Captains or majors with 10 years’ flying experi- 
ence. The SAAF would be forced to reassess its oper- 
ational capability if the spate of resignations continued 
this year, he added.

Armscor [Armaments Corporauon of South Africa] 
spokesman Don Henning confirmed that Armscor sub- 
sidiary, Macro Countertrade International, had been in- 
volved in the export of the vehicles as a markeung agent. 


The vehicles, which an air force spokesman said were 
for mine protecuon and detection, were built by Johan- 
nesburg engineering group Reumeck-OMC. 


Reumeck marketing manager Horst Holztrager said the 
deal had been a direct transaction with the Ugandan 
government. They were exported from Hoedspruit due 
to cheaper landing fees in the Northern Province. 


Henning and Holztrager would not comment on the 
number of vehicles exported from Hoedspruit as “it was 
Classified information regarding the military power of 
buyer countries”. 


The vehicles were transported in a Russian Antonov 
transport aircraft, which can accommodate about ten 
small to middle-sized lorries. 


An Antonov was also used to transport MIG fighter 
aircraft to South Africa for last year’s International 
Airshow.

{Tenani] According to the union the entire retrenchment 
packages in the Eastern Cape, including those of man- 
agement, could cost the government 2 billion rands, but 
Mr. Skweyiya was unable to give us an estimate. The 
Eastern Cape's director general of public service and 
administration, Mr. Thozamile Botha, says the retrench- 
ment numbers could change. 


[Botha] The 18,000 is based on the payroll computer 
piimtouts. Now that does not include people who are 
paid by hand checks, for example. It does not include 
casual laborers, and so we don’t know exactly what the 
final figure would look like. 


{Tenant} A Public Servants’ Association spokesman in 
the province said another approach could have been 
adopted.

{[FBIS Translated Excerpt] On the second day of his 
State visit to Angola, Mario Soares was received al a 
special session of the National Assembly, and figured 
there in perhaps the most importaxt moment of his 
stay in Luanda. Before the freely clected deputies, the 
Portuguese president paid tribute to all those who fought 
for Angola's independence, and, repeating a gesture by 
Antonio Jose de Almeida, who, as he recalled, also 
thanked Brazil for having become independent from 
Portugal, paid his tnbute there to all the Angolans 
who fought for Angola's independence. In passing, he 
pointed out that the colonial war was never fought 
against the Angolan and Portuguese peoples, and then 
paid tribute to the Portuguese servicemen who gave their 
Lves and died on Angola’s soil. 


In a warm improvised speech, Mario Soares replied 
to the greeting by Speaker of the Angolan National 
Assembly Franca Van-Dunem, and spoke in several 
directions in order to be heard and understood both in 
Angola and in Portugal. 


Burying the past and building the future was after all an 
aim which b ought the Portuguese president to Luanda. 


Building a common future while respecting each other's 
sovereignty, with the affection which permeates An- 
golan and Portuguese socicty, on the basis of long-term 


cooperation. 


Within the perspective outlined by Mario Soares, that 
cooperation should develop on three strategic levels — 
cultural cooperation, training of skilled personnel, and 
scientific exchanges. 


Speaking to Lisbon, Soares said that the touchstone of 
this cooperation will also have to do with the way in 
which we should receive Angolans working in Portugal. 


And he concluded the reflection on this matter by saying 
that he Portuguese people must treat the Angolans work- 
ing in Portugal as the Angolans treat the Portuguese 
people working in Angola. 


Teaching Democracy 


At the level of his improvised speech, interpreted here 
and there with the elegance of somebody teaching 
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politics, Mario Soares regretted the fact that a number 
of the deputies who were supposed to sit on the National 
Assembly's benches were not present. As is known, out 
of the 220 elected members of parliament, only 159 are 
attending the Assembly, since UNITA [National Unson 
for the Total Independence of Angola] claims not to 
have the prerequisites for taking up its seats. Mario 
Soares acknowledged that this fact has te do with the 
peace process, and said that he hopes and believes that, 
just as other regions have been able to resolve their 
internal conflicts, Angola will also attain peace. 


Emphasizing the need for there to be a political will 
on the Angolans’ part to attain peace, the president of 
the Republic told the Angolan National Assembly that 
the Portuguese deputies making up his party have also 
come to tell Angola that Portugal will do its utmost to 
ensure peace. 


Demonstrating his indisputable abilities as a great 
speaker, Mario Soares then spoke of ideas and the 
practice of democracy. The president of the Republic 
also assessed the roles played by the government and 
Opposition as stemming from the rule of democratic 
alternation. 


While presenung himself as a staunch democrat, Soares 
acknowledged, however, that he is no fundamentalist 
about the application of the rules of democracy, to em- 
phasize that full implementation of the democratic ma- 
chinery cannot be demanded in countries in economic 
difficulues and moving toward peace. What matters, ac- 
cording to him, 1s the direction of progress and its being 
taken to heart by the people. Persevering with his po- 
litical teaching, Mario Soares expressed satisfactior at 
Franca Van-Dunem’s statement that the one-party sys- 
tem has been buned in Angola, then added that respect 
for other people, acceptance of differences, and the prin- 
ciple that majorities must not crush minorities are more 
important in democracy than voting. He concluded that 
an open sociely is not an area in which only the free 
market exists, but rather a society of ciizcas who deem 
themselves free people 


Unity and Peace 


Peace, democracy, development: These are three essen- 
tual ideas which the president of the Republic advocates 
for Angola. Ideas which it is :mportant to implement in a 
coordinated manner because those aims are interrelated 
The important thing, Soares said, is to move steadily in 
the direction of peace, democracy, and development 


Soares said that he dreams of a united and peaceful 
Angola which will be a great nation of southern Afnca 
and one of Africa's most important countries. And in 
this connection he paid tribute to the Catholic Church 
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(with the ease of being an agnostic) for its efforts made 
in favor of peace, showing himself visibly impressed 
by the social work carried out by nuns and by various 
nongovernmental organizations in favor of the most 
underprivileged Angolans. 


Before winding up his speech, he informed the deputies 
of the contacts which he held on Monday with President 
Jose Eduardo dos Santos, the talks conducted with 
UNITA leader Jonas Savimbi, and the audience which 
he was going to grant to a UNITA delegation. In this 
connection, he revealed that his contacts, both with 
Savimbi and with other UNITA leaders stressed the idea 
that the empty chair policy is not a good policy. It is 
always a bad policy. 


The president called for the contents and machinery 
of the Lusaka protocol to acquire greater speed on the 
ground, and expressed his hope that Savimbi's message 
will be able to make a response to the implementation of 
the actions scheduled in the Lusaka timetables. This will

The premier said the king had been killed in a road 
accident in the Maluti mountains early on Monday, 
but gave no details. He said the accident occurred 
between the villages of Ha Noa and Marakabei in the 
Mantsunyane area of the Maseru district. 


Mokhele said police had informed him of the accident, 
which reportedly happened after the king had visited 
some of his cattle posts in the mountain area. 


The prime minister announced that flags would fly at 
half mast at all public buildings in Lesotho, and he 
declared the country to be in a state of mourning until 
the king's bunal. 


A date for the funeral has not been announced, but 
speculation has 1t that it will take place over the coming 
weekend, SAPA’s correspondent reports. 


lt is expected that the heir apparent to the Lesotho 
throne, Crown Pnnce David Mohato, will succeed his 
father as king. Meanwhile, the king’s wife Queen 
Mamohato will act as regent until the college of chiefs 
has appointed a successor. 


News of the tragedy was also conveyed officially to 
South Afnca’s high commissioner to the mountain 
kingdom. 


Gerhard Visser told SAPA by telephone he had offi- 
cially been informed by Lesotho authorities about the 
accident, adding the king's chauffeur — so far uniden- 
fied — had also been killed when the vehicle they 
were travelling in veered off the road and went down a 
hillside. 


Visser said the king had risen early and had left his 
residence before lam for Thabatseka to inspect cattie 
posts he owned there. It was still dark when the king 
started the return journey. Near Marakabei, said Visser, 
the car ‘could not make a corner and veered out control 
and went down a hill. His majesty and his driver were 
killed instantly”. 


King Moshoeshoe is survived by Queen Mamohato and 
two sons, Crown Prince Mohato and Pnnce Seeiso.

King Moshoeshoe II will be the first for a head of state 
of the Kingdom of Lesotho in the country’s 30 years 
of independence. The king, who 1s a direct descendent 
of His Majesty King Moshoesheoe I, the founder of the 
Basotho nation, was installed as paramount chief of 
Lesotho in 1960 when he took over from the regent, 
ofumahadi [Queen] Amelia MmaNtsebo, who reigned 
as regent for 20 years. 


When he was installed as paramount chief on 12 March 
1960 he was proclaimed Motlotleh: [Praiseworthy One, 
Your Excellency, Honorable One} by the Basotho 
nation, and assumed the English utle of king in 1966 
when Lesotho attained its independence. Born on 2 May 
1938 at the village of Salang in the Mokhotlong District, 
King Moshoeshoe II was the second child and the eldest 
son of the late Paramount Chief Simione Seeiso Griffith, 
and Mufumahadi MmaBereng. 


He received his primary education in Mokhotlong and 
continued his studies at Roma Primary School, and 
later enrolled at Roma College, now Christ The King 
High School, for his secondary education. From 1954 
to 1957 his majesty studied at the Benedictine College 
of Empleforth, Yorkshire, in the United Kingdom. He 
then entered Corpus Christi College, Oxtord University, 
in 1957 and studied politics, philosophy and economics. 
After his studies at Oxford he returned to Lesotho at 
the end of 1959 to be installed as paramount chief of 
Lesotho. 


In the early seventies his majesty resumed his studies at 
Corpus Christi College, Oxford, to complete a degree of 
bachelor of arts in politics, philosophy and economics. 
He did another degree of bachelor of arts in law at 
the same college. In August 1962 His Majesty King 
Moshoeshoe II married Princess Thabitha MmaSentle 
Lerotholi Moyela, the daughter of the late Principal 
Chief Lerothodi Moyjela. They have three children, 
Crown Prince Letsie David Mohato, Prince Simione 
Seeiso, and the late Princess Christina MmaSeeiso who 
passed away in 1994. 


The date for the funeral of His Majesty King

{[FBIS Translated Text} 1. We reiterate our position 
on this matter: the ban imposed by Ambassador Jett 
on journalist Joseph Hanlon, and on the Embassy and 
USAID personnel is a violation of press freedom, 
freedom of expression, and the right of citizens to be 
informed. 


And we are somewhat surprised by the apparent concur- 
rence of Embassy and USAID officials on restrictions of 
their rights of expression, particularly so because they 
are citizens of a country that the world acknowledges 
as having, at least until now, a very rich tradition of 
enjoyment of that right. 


2. The ambassador wrote: “We have spent many hours 
in the past answering Mr. Hanlon’s questions, which 
failed to improve the quality of his reporting.” 


This passage, which contains judgment on one’s ability, 
coupled with the subsequent reference to the journal- 
ist’s “ideological orientation" and “lack of objectivity,” 
strengthens our perception that Joe Hanlon was banned 
from the Embassy because Ambassador Jett does not 
agree with his brand of journalism and ideological be- 
liefs. And that has a name: CENSORSHIP. 


The one who does not seem to understand “the spirit" 
of freedom of the press — and of the two constitutions 
— is, therefore, the ambassador, regardless of how he 
interprets the letter of the law. 


3. To equate “no comment” or an occasional refusal to 
answer journalists’ questions, with a ban on a journalist 
and officials is, to say the least, to preclude at the outset 
any attempt to hold a serious debate. 


4. As for AIM [MOZAMBIQUE INFORMATION 
AGENCY], we tell you, Mr. Ambassador, the same we 
have told Ms. O'Neal: do some research and consult 
AIM’s archives. You will be surprised. 


For instance, AIM did not use the term “armed banditry” 
to only characterize Renamo's operations (before and 
after it went by that name). The same term began to 
be widely used as of 84/85 to describe operations by 
armed groups which, for instance, carried out attacks 
in the outlying areas of Maputo in a fashion simular to 
Renamo's, committing the same atrocities. Everything

suggested that those groups belonged to FAM/FPLM 
{Mozambique Armed Forces/Popular Forces for the 
Liberation of Mozambique] FPLM] units. When they 
investigated attacks on Machava, Liberdade Ward and 
other areas, and were faced with circumstantial evidence 
that FAM elements had played a direct role in them, 
AIM journalists never hesitated to say so. 


You should consult AIM’s archives. They contain 
all those reports, as well as many other reports and 
comments against the erosion of discipline within the 
armed forces, and about the respect that soldiers owed 
to citizens. 


And do you know why we used the term “armed 
bandits?” For a very simple reason: a man that steals 
from us is a bandit, a man that steals with a weapon is an 
armed bandit; exactly as those armed men that robbed 
Muxungue victims this week. The term was and is a 
descriptive one, regardless of the political connotations 
that it might have acquired. 


By the way, Mr. Ambassador, we would like to know 
how you describe the people involved in the Oklahoma 
Slaughter in 1995. Do you think it was a legitimate way 
of conducting politics? Can the men that committed that 
dreadful act be compared to your ancestors that fought 
for your country’s independence? 


5. Mr. Ambassador, you asked: “Can the press be free if 
it is owned by the government?” Mr. Ambassador, it can 
and must. It can and must. Especially today. In a world 

where private capital has become increasingly prone to 

gangsterism, states can and must set the example, for 

instance, through their news media, on how to uphold 

the citizens’ freedom of expression and the professional 

freedom of journalists working for that media. If the 

Mozambican Government does that with the state news 

media, it is a legitimate subject for debate. 


Your letter deserves many other comments. But we wil! 
not go further. We do not wish to have the last word 
either with you or with anyone else. You should fee! 
fre? to write again if you so wish. The fact that we 
do not agree with so many of your views, and the 
fact that we are seriously worried about your position 
on Mozambique's peace, does not give us the right to 
deprive you of the right to freely express your views. 


Finally, we would like to reiterate that we hold our 
colleague Joseph Hanlon’s work in high esteem, and 
that we regard him as a good professional. We only 
hope that you reconsider your decision, and lift the ban 
because it does not dignify you, let alone the country 


that you represent. 
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
